Stewardship begins; 
‘God’s generosity’ theme

EE CENTRO. — -<“‘God’s 
generosity to you frees you to be 
generous with others’’ is the theme of 
Stewardship ’82, to officially begin in.

14, Commitment Sunday. 


“*Stewardship is thinking with the 
Church, thinking with Christ 
Himself,’’ said Bishop Leo T. Maher 
Jan. 27 as he met with clergy and laity 
of the Imperial Valley at St. Mary’s 
School here. ‘‘Only people who really 
belong to the Church will understand 
what we are doing.”’ 


THE MEETING was one of three 
at which the bishop and Father 
Wiliam A. Kraft, Stewardship 
director, met with priests and key lay 
leaders to launch this year’s 
campaign. Meetings were held earlier 
in the week at St. Mary Magdalene 
Church in San Diego and at St. 
Francis Church in Vista. 


Stressed was the bishop’s role as 
chief steward in the diocese, and the 
opportunity to share in his ministry, 
both at the parish and diocesan levels.

THE 16,000-WORD document, 
Baptism, » Eucharist, and Ministry, 
reflects what its drafters hope will be a 
broad-based affirmation that the 
churches can make in common and 
use as a basis for unity. It was 
approved unanimously by the nearly 
100 theologians on the commission for 
forwarding to the world’s Christian 
churches. 

The agreement is “‘nothing short of 
a miracle, it seems to me,’’ 
commented the Rev. Geoffrey 
Wainwright, a British Methodist 
theologian who teaches at New York’s

Union Theological Seminary and was 
a member of the core group that 
refined. the document over a period of 
eight years. 

‘Tt can think of nothing that has 
gone this far on these particular issues 
of baptism, Eucharist and ministry — 
which is not the whole Christian faith, 
but which has implications for the 
whole Christian faith,’’ Dr. 
Wainwright said. 

THE DOCUMENT may be “‘the 
most radical thing the World Council 
(of Churches) has ever done,’’ said 
the Rev. Paul Crow Jr., ecumenical 
officer of the United Church 
(Disciples of Christ) and a member of 
the theological commission. 


The commission, convened by the 
World Council of Churches’ Faith 
and Order Commission, approved the 
document at a meeting Jan. 3-15 in 
Lima, Peru. The theologians on the 
commission were assigned by. their 
respective churches to represent 
them. 


It attempts to say what the WCC- 
member churches can affirm in 
common on baptism, the Eucharist 
and ministry and to suggest guiding 
principles for churches to enrich their 
own traditions and. recognize the 
value of other traditions in the areas 
where they have disagreements. 


¢ On baptism, for example, the . 


legitimacy of both the tradition of 
infant baptism and that of adult or

The principle that baptism is

Is your pew very uncomfortable? 


Getting around to various parishes, 
preaching for the missions, as several of us 
do, gives you an insight into our faith and its 
followers. The church buildings range from the 
ornate to the simple, from the marble to the 
rough wood. And the pews come in all shapes 
and sizes, with many of the later built 
churches decked out in beautifully padded, 
comfortable pews... and no kneelers. 

Yes, for many of us, our religion, or the 
practice of it, is a pretty comfortable business 
and the only real effort we have to make is to 
see which Mass doesn’t conflict with the TV 
sports spectacular each Sunday. 

It is sometimes said that Christ’s message 
was to ‘comfort the disturbed and to disturb 
the comfortable.’’ We are, as a society, as a 
Church, reasonably comfortable in the United 
States and the greatest danger facing us in 
our practice of our faith is the danger of 
departure from the church parking lot after 
Mass on Sunday. 

Few of us will be called to the challenge to 
give our life for: our faith. Few of us will be 
called to be martyrs, God’s specially chosen 
ones, except in a minor way. Yet, within a 
thousand miles of sunny southern California, 
missionaries and others are dying for our faith 


in large numbers. In Guatemala, just south of ~ 


Mexico, 170 priests, Religious and lay 
workers have been killed, kidnapped or 
expelled in the past two years in the perse-

cution of the Church there. Only last month 
Missionhurst Father Paul Schilderman and 
Father Roberto Paredes were kidnapped. Just 
a few months ago missionary Father Stanley 
Rother of Oklahoma City was murdered there. 
There are some 50 million Catholics in the 
United States and between us we raise some 
$30 million a year to support the missions of 
the Church around the world. With such 
strength of numbers we could imagine that 
legislators across: the country would walk in 
trembling and awe of the mighty voting bloc 
which Catholics theoretically might comprise. 
As it is they mostly ignore us because for 
some reason we do not live out the conviction 
which our numbers would indicate. 
Whether it’s an internal policy matter like 
abortion or a foreign affairs matter like 
politics and power in Central America, 


_ Catholics cannot avoid their active response. 


Mankind, humankind, or we might say Christ- 
kind (for we are all formed in His image) 
should be able to hear a Catholic voice. Yet in 
the “‘decisive battle under way for Central 
America’ our Catholic witness is being cut 
down as priests, Sisters and others are 
murdered for their faith as they stand against 
oppression. 

Perhaps we should sometimes reflect on 


-the comfort of our personal Catholicism and 


ask ourselves whether we might just possibly 
be too comfortable to be good witnesses.

Anti-poverty firsthand: 
thief yells, ‘Shoot him’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Father 
Marvin Mottet, the executive director 
Campaign for Human 
Development, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s domestic anti-poverty 
program, recently was robbed near 


his home at the Catholic Worker © 


House in Washington. 


Father Mottet, who was _ not 
harmed in the-early-evening incident, 
was robbed of his briefcase, about $12 
and identification cards and 
wristwatch by three young men with a 
handgun who threatened to kill him. 


‘ONE OF THEM kept yelling 
‘shoot him,’’’ Father Mottet said. He 
added he is the fifth person from the 
Catholic Worker House, located in 
Washington’s inner city about a mile 
from the White House, to be mugged 
since the Catholic Worker residents

ship from a Roman Catholic 


perspective. 
‘*Stewardship is a grateful response 
to God in return for all His blessings. 
It is a responsible accounting for the 
living gifts we receive and for all of 
our actions,’’ he said. The average 
gift last year, he added, was $94.58, 
and 93 percent of what was pledged to 
the diocése was actually collected. _ 
“‘The needs are many, but people 
don’t give to causes, they give to 
people,’’ said Father Kraft, citing the 


projected beneficiaries of this year’s - 


campaign. Educational ministry for 
young people and adults, scouting, 
liturgy and prayer, and high school 
tuition aid totals more than a half- 
million dollars. 


CATHOLIC COMMUNITY 
Services will receive $300,000, to help 
its work with the disabled, elderly,

Priestly formation, including the

In two of the attacks, a seminarian 
staying at the house was stopped by 
young screwdriver-wielding thieves 
who made him remove his shoes and 
socks when it became clear he had no 
money, and another guest was robbed 
in December, Father Mottet: said. 
During the latter incident, the 
Catholic Worker resident, Richard 
Davis of Rock Island, Ill., a World 
War II veteran who survived combat 
in the Pacific, had his hand broken 
when the thieves hit him with a gun, 
Father Mottet said. ““They got mad 
because he only had $3,’’ the priest 
said. ‘“Then they shot at him and 
missed.’’ 


Father Mottet said that in addition 
to the attacks on Catholic Worker 
residents, the house itself has been 
broken into by thieves looking for 
food. A nearby soup kitchen also has 
been robbed, as has St. Paul’s 
College, by thieves looking for food, 
he said. 


THERE HAVE been a number of 
attacks on clergymen and Religious 
around the nation in the last several 
months. Father Mottet blamed the 
crimes in part on the bad economic 
situation, including unemployment, 
which is particularly high among 
inner-city youths, and on drugs. 


He suggested that jobs for un- 
employed teen-agers could decrease 
the crime rate. He noted that gasoline’ 
stations often seem short-staffed and 
proposed that major oil corporations 
hire unemployed youths as service 
station attendants. “‘If the president 
wants private enterprise to do it, 
there’s an example,” he said.

What happened to ‘Brideshead’ 
on way to TV? 


Brideshead Revisited, the 13-hour, 11-part television 
production of Evelyn Waugh’s masterpiece that premiered 
Jan. 18 on KPBS-TV, Channel 15, is heralded as the most 
ambitious undertaking in the history of British television. 
When it aired in Great Britian last fall, it won almost 
unprecedented acclaim. So, who would dare decry it at this 
point? I — for one. 


Brideshead had its beginnings when Waugh was converted 
to Catholicism in the mid-1930s. He already had achieved 
fame by his sense of outrage mercilessly directed toward the 
upper class of English society. He seemed to look upon 
these people as absurd beyond redemption. 


But in the mid-1930s, critics noted a decided change in 
Waugh’s philosophy of life. No one was beyond hope 
anymore. Beneath his surface buffoonery and brilliant 
satire, critics saw a serious dedication to his newly-found 
and hard-won faith. In 1945, that dedication surfaced; it 
came into full view in Brideshead Revisited. 


That truly great novel portrays members of the 
Marchmain family struggling — each in a different way — 
to escape the promptings of their Catholic faith. As each 
one’s separate and distinct escape route closes in, he or she 
returns — sooner or later — to the enduring values of the 
Catholic Church. 


In Waugh’s mordantly comic world, man can no longer 
find his way without faith. The theme is suggested in the 
novel’s subtitle: The Sacred and Profane Memories of Captain 
Charles Ryder. 


But something happened to all this on the way to the 
television screen. 

The author himself had described his plot as ‘‘the 
operation of divine grace upon a group of diverse 
persons.’’ So I was surprised to find the operation of divine 
grace notably missing in the four installments of the series 
which I have seen thus far. The linchpin, which in the book 
had held all the component parts in place, dropped out 
somewhere along the way to the television studio. 


It seems that in the television studio all the king’s men 
and all the king’s horses couldn’t put things together again. 
The resulting juxtaposition of parts is interesting, indeed. 
The exterior scenes are one and all exquisite, but behind 
those majestic walls of fine medieval architecture is a 
steamy hothouse of homosexual intrigue. 


Why all the emphasis on homosexuality aided and 
abetted by alcohol? Are these the only parts they could put 
together after dropping the linchpin, or was the pin 
dropped by design? 


It appears — after viewing the first four installments of 


the series — that no stone was left unturned to play up 
homosexuality. I read the book some 18 years ago in 
college, but certainly remember that the reader had to be 
keen enough to detect the homosexual aspect of Brideshead 
Revisited in such passages as the one describing Sebastian as 
‘magically beautiful in that epicene quality which in 
extreme youth sings aloud for love and withers at the first 
cold wind.”’ 

For television, it seems, all attention must be focused on 
that one character, in lieu of the ‘“‘group of diverse 
characters’? Waugh wrote about. 

Sebastian’s homosexuality and alcoholism then become 
the story lines — the cause of all the pain and grief within 
the Marchmain family. Nay, more, the family members 
are pained and grieved by this only because they are 
‘‘devout’’ Catholics. 

When Waugh completed Brideshead Revisited in 1944, he 
wrote to his New York publisher, ‘‘I shouldn’t think six 
Americans will understand it.”’ 

It is to be regretted that two Englishmen didn’t 
understand it — Derek Granger, the producer, and 
Charles Sturridge, the director.

No comment, no news 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II got first- 
hand reports on the situation in his native Poland Feb. 4 
from three of that nation’s top churchmen. 

Cardinal Franciszek Macharski of Cracow, Archbishop 
Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno, and Archbishop 
Henryk R. Gulbinowicz of Wroclaw arrived at the Vatican 
less than two hours after their Lot Airlines flight from 
Warsaw landed at Rome’s Leonardo da Vinci Airport. 

The Vatican announced that the pope met with the 
Polish bishops but made no comment on what was 
discussed. The three bishops refused to respond to ques- 
tions about the status of Lech Walesa, the detained leader 
of the suspended Polish independent : trade union 
movement, Solidarity. 

When one reporter told the bishops that “‘the pope prays 
constantly for Poland,”’ Cardinal Macharski replied, ‘‘We 
too pray for the pope.”’ After a brief pause, he added, ‘‘and 
for everyone.”’ 


The next day Vatican radio reported a priest bringing 
news of the birth of Walesa’s seventh child was refused 
admittance to the Warsaw villa where Walesa is under 
house arrest. 


The priest, who was identified by other sources as Father 
Henryk Jankowski, had initially received permission to 
visit Walesa. But upon his arrival, he was turned away at 
the entrance to the villa, the radio report said. 

Vatican Radio said Walesa is still not aware of the birth 
of his daughter.

‘New stage’ for world ecumenism? 


After eight years of work, an international commission of 
theologians has approved a new ecumenical document on 
Baptism, Eucharist and Ministry. Developed and refined from 
a draft first prepared by the Faith and Order Commission 
of the World Council of Churches in 1974, the document 
has been acclaimed by some as ‘‘nothing short of a 
miracle’ and ‘‘the most radical thing the World Council 
has ever done.”’ 


This ‘‘miraculous’’ and ‘‘radical’’? document is further 
described as setting a ‘‘new stage’’ for world ecumenism. 
Designed to state what the various Christian churches hold 
in common on baptism, the Eucharist and ministry, the 
document also indicates some important differences. 

The Eucharist is defined as the sacrament of Christ’s real 
presence, but some churches ‘‘do not link the presence so 
definitely with the signs of bread and wine’’ as do others. 
Distinguishing ‘‘episcopal succession’’, from ‘‘apostolic 
content,’ the document suggests that churches without 
bishops, though possessed of ‘‘an apostolic content,”’ 
might wish to reinstate a form of direct episcopal ministry 
and succession to strengthen their faithfulness to the 
Gospels. 


It will be interesting to see how the Vatican’s Secretariat 
for Promoting Christian Unity officially responds to the 
World Council of Churches’ new statement. The Catholic 
doctrine on Christ’s Real Presence in the Eucharist, so 
definitely linked with bread and wine as signs and more, 
will have to be restated in no uncertain terms. Regardless 
of the degree of ‘‘apostolic fidelity’’ and unity in churches 
without bishops, the Vatican will probably reply that these 
non-episcopal churches need to recover more than “‘the 
sign of episcopal succession’’ as the document proposes. 


In the Catholic tradition, ‘‘episcopal succession’’ is the 
guarantor of both ‘‘apostolic content’? and Christ’s real 


presence in the Eucharist; it is not just a sign of unity and 


continuity among believers.

Not peace, but a sword 


‘I suppose that we are all cowards in one way or 


another. That is why we are usually impressed by 


some recognizable display of bravery wherein a 
person will undertake some heroic mission without 
regard for his or her safety or well-being.

Fear is a very individual thing, but there is one 
which is almost endemic to the human race — that is 
the fear of what other people may think, and it is 
what frequently inhibits our willingness to take an 
unequivocal stand for Christ in all the aspects of our 
lives. 


THE TROUBLE WITH Christianity — from 


our point of view — is that it brings its own unpopu- 
larity and a special kind of loneliness. When 
Christians present the standards of Jesus to their 
world, they become a kind of conscience. in the 
community or society around about. 


Just as Jesus Himself was an offense to those 
whom His personal goodness challenged, so those 
who honestly give themselves over to living His 
teachings can be sure to meet with some kind of 
censure and unpopularity whenever a moral issue is

in contention. There is an element of persecution in 
that, but for most of us it is unlikely to emerge as a 
threat of any magnitude. Alas, too many of us com- 
promise with our world and succumb to a degree of 
spiritual erosion. We absorb un-Christian principles 
by osmosis as we are exposed to the ‘‘latest’’ philo- 
sophies and scientific attitudes. Today, the morality 
of a situation is always debatable, and absolutes are 
in disfavor. 


The Christian who compromises with the world 
will not be persecuted, as one noted biblical scholar 
puts it, because he or she is no different. But 
Christianity does make one different — or it should. 
A. Christian who truly stands up for Christ will 
always stand in contradiction to the selfishness, 
greed and hedonism that have been the hallmark 
and the downfall of civilizations. 


MOST OF US ARE afraid of that. After all, we 
have to live and work within the society. We have to 
make a living and provide for our old age. We 
cannot afford to live as outcasts. And so we 
compromise and all the ills that afflict everyone else 
begin to afflict us half-committed Christians. 
Alcohol, drugs, ennui, accumulation of wealth, 
preoccupation with the gilded framing of life, 


weaken our value as witnesses for Christ. 


_ Sometimes just appearing different is enough to 
scare us into compromise. But fear is a hard task- 
master. Once we give it an edge it can grow to rule 
us. And because none of us is as secure or confident 
as we like to think we fall easy prey to it. 


I truly believe that there is no way we can become 
the Christians we owe it to Christ to be through our 
efforts. We are going to have to lean much more 
heavily on Him and give Him a great deal more 
power of decision in our lives. Perfect love casts out 
fear, and the only place we are likely to find such 
love is in Christ. 


PERHAPS, AS SOMEONE said, it is not 
possible to live.in this world without compromise — 
although there are people who are living proof that it 
is! But the main thing, I think, is to recognize that 
we do compromise and to admit that this is our own 
choice. God knows us very well and if He is 
prepared to work through our weaknesses, we 
should at least be prepared to acknowledge them. 
Then there is hope that we may grow rather 
ashamed of our compromising and learn from Him 
the meaning of commitment and fearless self-risk. — 


Believe, and be healed! 


February 14, 1982, Sixth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. Leviticus 13:1-2, 44-46; 1 Corinthians 
10:31-11:1; Mark 1:40-45. 

The charge is made that too many of today’s 
Catholics have lost their sense of sin. Confession is a 
little-frequented thing, pop-theology tells us that we 
would have to go out of our way to commit really 
serious (mortal) sin, and one hears people say ‘‘I’m 
all right with God, and that’s what counts.”’ 


The entire thirteenth chapter of Leviticus is 
concerned with leprosy, dreaded throughout the 
entire middle eastern world at the time of Jesus, but 
a far-off curiosity for most of us today. When we 
listen to this first Sunday reading, perhaps we might 
substitute sin for leprosy, and better understand 
Israel’s abhorrence of the disease: whether ritually 
impure or sinful, we have cut ourselves off from the 
people of God. 

THOSE WHO WERE “‘unclean”’ were forced to 
set themselves apart from the community until such 
time as they were reconciled by the priests. We 
would not really be forcing the analogy if we could 
see ourselves, the priest and sacramental confession- 
reconciliation in the same light. 


Leprosy is a pernicious, disfiguring disease. But is 


sin any different? The soul, mirrored in God’s image 
and sustained by the light of grace, is just as surely 
disfigured by sin. Leprosy is easy to spot with our 
eyes; we know when we have sinned by the inner 
vision that God gives us, but how often do we choose 
to ignore it? 

What a wonderful spirit of Christian contrition 
our responsorial (Ps. 32) is: “‘I turn to you, Lord, in 
time of trouble, and you fill me with the joy of 
salvation.’’ Yet there is one catch, as the psalmist 
correctly points out: ‘“Then I acknowledged my sin 
to you, my guilt I covered not...I confessed my faults 
to the Lord, and you took away the guilt of my sin.”’ 


THE SUBJECT MATTER of our passages from 
St. Paul’s first letter to the Corinthians goes directly 
to the heart of Christian discipleship: the perfect 
imitation of Christ. The immediate context of the 
letter has to do with the eating of meat sacrificed to 
pagan idols, not an every-day occurrence in our 
times. 

But it would be foolish to deny that we live in a 
post-Christian, pagan society, worshipping idols of 
its own, sacrificing the innocent on the altar of 
selfishness and convenience. 


Against this background, we are called to give 


glory to God in everything we do, to imitate Christ 
by the lives we lead, to manifest the love Christ has 
shown us in the love we are required to give to 
others. Christ emptied Himself for us; the apostles 
and martyrs emptied themselves for the love of 
Christ; the implications — and our own 
shortcomings — are quite clear. 

ST. MARK BRINGS us right back to our first 
reading and the question of leprosy, but once again 
we can substitute the disfigurement of sin. In both 
cases, the request for a cure if Jesus ‘‘will do so’’ is 
answered by ‘‘Of course I will do it.”’ 


But notice the posture of the leper-penitent who 
approaches Jesus: ‘‘kneeling down he addressed 
Him.” For kneeling we may correctly read 
contrition, and the Lord’s response is always the 
hand extended in healing and friendship. 


Origen (c.185-c.254), in one of his commentaries 
on this Gospel, so beautifully expresses Jesus’ desire 
to heal us: ‘‘Believing, you confess that I can, and 
that if I will it comes to pass; accordingly, I will: be 
thou made clean. Wondrously thou hast believed, 
and wondrously art thou healed; without measure 
thou hast confessed, without measure art thou made 
joyful.”’

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Stewardship calls for us to conspire

The costs of building new churches 
continue to mount. Today the 
proposal to build a new church must 
first answer questions as to how the 
project will function, how can it serve 
the greatest number of people, can it 
have other uses, and so on. So in the 
matter of building churches, for one 
reason or another we shall probably 
not have any more cathedral-types 
constructed on a grand scale for a long 
time. According to some Catholics 
there are other and more pastoral 
needs or social justice issues. All of 
these take time, money and the talents 


’ of people. 


This prospect of the future of great 
church buildings invites us to take 
longer looks at the ways the greatest of 
churches in bygone days, the 
cathedrals of Europe, came to be. 
Even for them today, economics is 
becoming a problem: the cost of 
maintenance, of repair, of 


‘replacement. When you ask, for 


example, how much it would cost to 
build the Cathedral of Chartres 
today, the mind boggles. No one 
could probably afford it. 


YET THE EPISCOPAL Church 
in New York, after a halt of many 
decades, has again begun work on the 
completion of its Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine. The resumption of 
the project began with a national 
appeal for funds. Craftsmen skilled in 
stonemasonry were imported from 
England, where the art of the 
cathedral stonemason still exists. 


To read The Age of Cathedrals: 
980-1420, by Georges Duby, is to 
come to a better understanding of 
what a total work the medieval 
cathedrals were, when all conspired in 
heart and mind to fashion these jewels 
of stone and glass. One commentator 
on Byzantine Art has explained the 
philosophy behind the undertaking of 
such gigantic works. To erect a 
church was never seen as an 
individual accomplishment, it was to 
be part of the whole, it was the 
product of a team. 


For example, to build the abbey, 
the cathedral, there were first the 
architects, who were called 
‘‘seometricians.’’ They had to figure 
out dimensions and the stresses. Then 
there were the builders, sometimes 
also called ‘‘architects,’’ who carried 
out the structural work. In addition 
there were master painters who drew 
the designs for the mosaics or 
frescoes, followed by the specialists 
who placed the mosaic bits or applied 
the paint. And, of course, there were 
the artisans, the workers, who 
completed the structure. 


BUT WHAT BROUGHT «all 
these varied skills, or rather skilled 
individuals, together? There was the 
patron who ordered or paid for the 
work. It could be a bishop, an abbot, 
a prince. The design was dictated by 
the purpose of the building. But there 
had to be a philosophy behind it all. 
To understand this, let us review the 
explanation of how ‘‘something came 
to be,’’ as devised by the great 
philosopher, Aristotle; who suggested 
it in his classic Metaphysics. There was 
(1) the material cause, or that out of 
which something arises; (2) the formal 
cause, that is, the pattern or essence 
determining the creation of a thing; 
(3) the efficient cause, or the force or 
agent producing an effect; and (4) the 
final cause, or purpose. Later 
scholastic philosophers spoke also of 


(5) the First Cause, usually conceived 
us as God. 

Apply that distinction to a work of 
art, e.g., painting or sculpture of a 
saint, a hero, a soldier, a leader. The 
material cause became the actual 


"material used in the painting: the 


colors, the canvas, the wall. The 
efficient cause: who did it and how 
was it done? This involved not just the 
tools, but how the tools were to be 
used. Always there was the final 
cause: what was the ultimate 


of the age when a common Christian- 
ity and love of God caused the 
landscape of Europe to be marked by 
the magnificent churches, signs of 
what humans could do when they 
worked together for God’s glory. — 


In later ages, Christians — 
Catholic and Protestant alike — have 
understood that men and women are 
called as part of their faith to promote 
the kingdom of God on earth, and to 
make it known by the various tasks 
and programs which can make signs

destination of the work? For sales? 
For ornamentation? For one’s own 
edification? 

We might suggest a primary cause 
— the vision, the purpose or end was 
the willingness of Christians to 
conspire. ‘“To conspire’ is a strange 
word. In our day ‘‘conspired’’ has 
come to mean something negative, a 
plot, something hidden. But ‘‘con- 
spiro’’ comes from the Latin word “‘to 
breathe together,’’ that is, to have one 
spirit. (Older versions of Scripture had 
St. Paul saying ‘‘how all things do 
conspire together for those who love 
God.’’) It is when Christians have the 
one spirit, when ‘‘they breathe 
together as one,’’ that the works of 
men to help men find God can get 
done. 


THERE IS A second dictionary 


meaning for ‘‘conspire’’ — to unite in 


producing a contribution to; to concur 
or work to one end; to act in 
harmony. 


Aristotle’s theory of the causes was 
very much behind the design of the 
total project of the cathedrals of the 
Middle Ages. But the final cause was 
always and everywhere the ‘“‘glory 
and grandeur of God.”’ 


ALL THE CATHEDRALS were 
the result of the coming together of 
heart and mind to create one grand 
work for God’s glory. Of course, God 
did not need this, but the men and 
women of faith did. In the centuries 
that passed, craftsmen skilled in 
stone, in geometry, in art, in glass, in 
precious metals, would continue this 
vision of a common work until in time 
the age of the cathedrals passed. 


It passed because the vision, the 
unity that had resulted in men to 
conspire had passed. Since that day, 
very few works have caught the glory 


of the kingdom visible. Whether the 
call is designated as ‘‘stewardship,’’ 
‘church support,’’ “‘church involve- 
ment,’’ it comes down to the same 
thing: being a Christian means more 
than just standing on the sidelines and 


applauding others. 


IT INVOLVES MORE than 
sending sporadic signs of financial 
and personal support to those who 
have to carry on the day-to-day work. 
Stewardship means that all members 
of the Church — laity, Religious, and 
priests — seek to conspire in doing the 
things that have to be done now to 
spread God’s word and to make it 
live. 


Many Catholic parishes have come 
to understand the need to involve all 
the parishioners in the works of the 
parish. It is clearly not enough to have 
just a few people engaged in certain 
specialized ministries. The work and 
the burdens entailed demand that 
more can. be counted upon. But 
pastors will tell you of the difficulty 
they have in obtaining volunteers for 
many kinds of parish tasks, for 
example helping in cafeterias, 
working at parish social functions, 
agreeing to staff Sunday morning 
nurseries. 


Priests will report their frustration 
when they ask people to become 
members of various committees in the 
parish structure — liturgy, finance, 
Christian education. Pastors say they 
cannot find enough people willing to 
assume the tasks. They will report 
that people will say, ‘‘Well, I give in 
the collection on Sunday; isn’t that 
enough?’’ The answer is no, it isn’t. 
This is an age now when more is 
being asked of the Catholic 
parishioner. : 

THE CALL IS caught up in the 
other two words of stewardship: time 


and talent. Strange, some are willing 
to give of their treasure, but they will 
hold back in giving of the greatest 
treasure, the gift of self... 


Of course, in difficulties of this kind 
in our day, a few pastors must share 
the blame. They have not used either 
the time or the talent of their parish- 
ioners wisely. One or the other priest 
may have tried to manipulate parish- 
ioners to promote private and 
personal projects without first seeking 
to’ create that ‘‘conspiracy of heart 
and will.’’ Or a few may not have 
been willing to take sage advice, 
which has been reached only after 
long and painful debate and searching 
of soul. 


Some very few have even sought to 
use their parishioners as would-be 
rubber stamps. This, of course, 
properly insults the laity who are 
willing to lend their talents, but only 
when they know their thoughts will be 
at least considered. | 


THERE ARE STILL some 
parishioners who will not give even of 
their treasure. They have failed to 
equate the rate of their giving with the 
current rate of inflation. They have 
held back on contributions, thinking 
that parish support is the last of the 
demands made on them, when it 
should be among the first. 


What needs to be done then is to 
work together on that common vision, 
to create that concord of heart and 
mind, which should make the parish 
today. Some new kinds of parishes are 
founded on what is being called “‘a 
community of interest.’’ But in effect 
that’s what every parish should be — 


a conspiracy (in that good sense.) — 


If there are no cathedrals to be built 
today, what about Catholic 
education? Are Catholic parishioners 
really anxious to do more for it, for 
their schools? How about adult 
education programs? Do priests and 
parishioners see these as absolutely 
necessary to learn more about the 


Faith, to be credible witnesses in our ~ 


time, to provide answers for ourselves 
and for others in these difficult times? 
Have we truly, as a parish, reached 
out to our poor in a concerted effort, 
not in piecemeal fashion? Has the 


parish decided to get the best music, ’ 


the best choir director,. the best 
musical training programs so that we, 
as parish, can celebrate the liturgy 
together in the way called for? 


IT WAS THE common vision, the 
concurrence, the harmony that made 
the cathedrals possible. It will be 
when priest and parishioner start 
working together, to share time, 
talent, and treasure, to do. the things 
we know are necessary, and only then 
that we, as a parish and as a Church, 
can add our individual pieces to our 
common mosaic of the Catholic Faith. 
Aristotle established four causes; 
Christians have added a fifth, which is 
the first: God’s work, His glory, His 
kingdom. We must see that God’s 
honor and glory can be revealed 
through the love and deeds of 
Christians, through a common work, 
a harmony of vision and purpose.

are asked not to rebaptize those who 
were baptized in infancy. 


e On the Eucharist, the 
document says that ‘‘the eucharistic 
meal is the sacrament of the body and 
blood of Christ, the sacrament of his 
real presence... The church confesses 
Christ’s real, living and active 
presence in the Eucharist.”’ 


It notes that some churches, while 
affirming the real presence of Christ 
at the Eucharist, ‘‘do not link that 
presence so definitely with the signs of 
bread and wine”’ as others do. 


It also notes different emphases on 
the nature of the Eucharist as a 
memorial and seeks to overcome 
Catholic-Protestant differences over 
the Catholic understanding of the 
Eucharist as a sacrifice. 


-© On ministry, the document 
affirms ‘‘the threefold ministry. of 
bishop, presbyter and deacon,”’ 
saying that it ‘‘may serve today as an 
expression of the unity we seek and 
also as a means for achieving it...Each 
church needs this ministry of unity in 
some form in order to be the church df 
God, the one body of Christ, a sign of 
the unity of all in the kingdom.”’ 


It asks churches which have 
preserved episcopal succession to 
recognize in churches which have not 
maintained it formally that there is an 
apostolic content in their ministry and 
that there exists in them ‘‘a ministry 
of ‘episcope,’ oversight, in various 
forms.

bishops and- that...this sign will 
strengthen and deepen that 
continuity. They (non-episcopal 
churches) may need to recover the 
sign of episcopal succession.”’ 


THE DOCUMENT notes 
differences among the churches over 
the ordination of women and suggests 
approaches to resolve those 
differences but does not try to 
formulate a definitive answer to the 


~issue. 


The document did not address 
questions of ‘papal authority, but 
according to participants at the 
meeting there was a strong desire 
expressed by the theologians there to 
make that a topic for discussion by the 
Faith and Order Commission in the 
near future. 


‘‘That subject has become at all 
treatable only in the past decade,”’’ 
said Dr. Wainwright. He said that 
some participants at the Lima 
meeting urged at least a_ brief 
treatment of the question, but the 
group ‘‘deliberately decided not to 
include it.”’ 


FATHER DULLES, a Jesuit 
priest, and a leading Catholic 
ecumenist who is currently a visiting 
professor of theology at Boston 
College, said the Lima document 
‘“‘contained nothing that Catholics 
would have to reject. It takes the 
Catholic tradition very seriously.’’ 


He noted that the statement was 
not intended to be a complete or 
exhaustive statement of faith and 
summarized the attitude of the many 
theologians who approved it as one 
which holds that. ‘‘there is nothing 
here that is contrary to the teaching of 
my church, although my church 
would also: have to affirm things that 
are not affirmed in the statement.”’ 


The theologians in Lima passed the 
statement on to the churches with a 
request that they give an ‘official 
response, at a level carrying 
authority, taking positions and 
presenting comments.”’ 


FROM THE Roman Catholic 
Church, that response is expected to 
come from the Vatican’s Secretariat 
for Promoting Christian Unity, in 
consultation with the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith and other 
Vatican departments. 


The theologians’ commission 
meeting in Lima also reviewed a 
study document, Toward the Common 
Expression of the Apostolic Faith Today, 
which is to serve as the basis of a 
multi-year study.

Greek-born director Costa-Gavras’ 
first American movie, Missing, is a 
powerful drama based on an actual 
event, an American father’s search 
for a son who disappeared in the 
midst of the brutal repression that 
followed a right-wing coup in a Latin 
American country. 


The script, co-authored by Costa- 
Gavras and Donald Stewart, is based 
on the book by Thomas Hauser, a 
meticulously researched account of 
‘the disappearance of Charles 
Horman, a 31-year-old filmmaker 
and freelance writer. Horman, an Air 
Force veteran and magna cum laude 
graduate of Harvard, was living in 
Santiago, Chile, with his wife in 
September 1973 when the military 
overthrew the democratically elected 
government of Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 


THE FILM OPENS with Charles 
Horman (John Shea) and Terry 
Simon (Melanie Mayron) being 
driven back to Santiago, Chile’s 
capital, by Capt. Ray Tower (Charles 
Cioffi), the senior American military 
attache at the U.S. embassy. Charles 
is anxious about the safety of his wife, 
Beth (Sissy Spacek).

Charles had taken Terry, a friend 
of the Horman family visiting Chile, 
on a day trip to a resort, and the 
paralysis in transportation preceding 
the coup forced them to stay 
overnight. The little resort town was 
filled with American military 
personnel, who, automatically 
accepting Charles and Terry as allies 
on the score of their citizenship, gave 
candid answers to the questions that 
Charles plied them with — a rashness 
on both sides that is to have tragic 
consequences. 


Charles and Terry find Beth safe 
but terrified. People are being 
arrested on all sides and shot down in 
the streets, she tells them. Charles 
promises her that they will leave for 
home as soon as possible. He takes 
Terry back to her hotel, and that’s the 
last Beth sees of her husband. The 
military and the police deny any 
knowledge of his whereabouts. 


THE FOCUS THEN shifts to 
Charles’s father, Ed Horman (Jack 
Lemmon), a conservative New York 
businessman and a devout Christian 
Scientist, who, after getting no 
satisfaction in Washington, comes 
down to Chile to talk directly with the 
Americans on the scene. 


He begins as an at best uncertain 
ally of Beth, who has become 
completely disillusioned with the 
embassy people and is frank in 


voicing her suspicions about their 


complicity. Horman had _ never 
approved of his son’s apparent failure 
to apply himself, and in his grief and 
frustration, he is all too ready to hold 
Beth in some degree responsible for 
what has happened. “* 


How this relationship changes over 
the course of the terrible week that 
follows into one of mutual affection 
and deep respect is the heart of Costa- 
Gavras’s marvelous film.

‘Comedians are hurting men’

- Hal Roach is often billed as one of 
Ireland’s greatest entertainers. A 
comedian with an_ international 
reputation, he is in private much 
more serious than one would expect 
him to be. Not that the humor isn’t 
there, but the clown on-stage is 
decidedly more sensitive and hurting 
when he’s not before an audience. 


Roach spends upwards of six 
months a year on tour, and will be at 
the East County Performing Arts 
Center in El Cajon with singer Paddy 
Noonan. But in spite of his time away 
from his family — more likely because 
of it — he places great value on their 
importance in his life. 


ROACH HAS four children; three 
of them are grown daughters, one a 
teenage boy with Down’s syndrome. 
‘‘Being with John is like Christmas,”’ 
said Roach, who has contributed 
heavily .to special schools and 
programs for the developmentally 
disabled back in Dublin. ‘‘I am so 
grateful that God has given me this 


child...it is a gift that makes me feel 
unworthy.”’ 


Comedians are hurting men, says 
Roach, men who suffer from 
depression and despair, but who come 
to their art as true vocation because 
that is the way God made them. Their 
gift, he believes, is to make people 
laugh when they themselves feel like 
crying. 

‘‘Anyone can tell jokes, but that 
doesn’t make them comedians,’’ he 
noted. 


IRISH HUMOR is _ something 
special, says Roach, born out of 700 
years of English repression and 
something anyone can relate to. “‘I 
am a missionary of love, and the 
world is forgetting how to love. We’re 
too serious, too uptight.”’ 


As for the Irish themselves, said 
Roach, wherever they are scattered in 
the world, they have an ‘‘insatiable 
desire to find kin and to be together, 
to be nostalgic about the old country. 
They love Ireland with a passion, they 
love God, family, country...and a 
drink now and then.”’ 
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daughter-in-law, and John Shea is 
excellent in support as the missing 
man. -One sequence in which 
Lemmon makes an_ impassioned, 
shameless plea that his son be given 
back to him under any conditions 
whatsoever — he’ll sign any release, 
make any promise — is one of the 
most affecting pieces of acting to 
appear in an American film in a very 
long time. 


Costa-Gavras might have spared us 
some of his flashbacks and other less- 
than-straightforward storytelling 
techniques — the repetition of some 
scenes, the re-creation of a past event 
in an improbably professional home 
movie — but in view of the power of 
Missing, these are but minor flaws. He 
is especially good in re-creating an 
atmosphere of brooding violence and 
terror while being extremely judicious 
in showing actual violence. :

taking them with the utmost 
seriousness. And Missing not. only 
embodies in unmistakable fashion an 
unsparing assault on the Pinochet 
government in Chile, but is no less 
strong in its charge of American 
cooperation in the coup that toppled 
Allende. If you believe that the 
historical truth is otherwise, you are 
not going to be happy with Missing. 
AS INTELLIGENT as it is 
passionate, Missing represents an 
extraordinary departure from the 
standard Hollywood practice of debil- 
itating compromise when dealing with 
thorny issues of any sort. It is at once 
extremely entertaining and deeply 
moving. I recommend it highly. 


There is some occasional vulgar 
and profane language in Missing, and 
its atmosphere of menace and graphic 
depiction of the aftermath of 
bloodshed make it strong fare, but not 
beyond the grasp of mature teen- 
agers.

Getting gov’t out of baby-killing 


Though the effect was largely unintended, 
President Reagan’s proposal for a federal takeover 
of Medicaid could mean a substantial reduction in 
the number of government-paid abortions 
nationwide. 


Of course it is way too early to tell whether 
Congress will go along with Reagan’s proposed 
federal-state swap of the Medicaid, food stamp and 
welfare programs. Even if Congress does approve 
the plan, it is even more uncertain how the plan will 
emerge once it runs the legislative gauntlet. 


BUT IF THE PLAN does emerge with the same 
basic framework as Reagan is proposing, observers 
note that the current crazy quilt of state-by-state 
benefit and eligibility standards probably will be 
replaced by a single nationwide standard. And that 
means that the Hyde amendment, which currently 
allows for federal funding of abortion only in cases 
where the life of the mother is in danger, probably 
would control akortion, funding nationwide. 

Though the Hyde amendment, named after its 
original sponsor, hep. Henry Hyde (R-Ill.), already 
limits federal abortion funding, states today are free 
to use their own funds to replace the cut-off federal 
monies. That’s because the Medicaid program 
currently is run as a joint federal-state project with 
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states having a major say in exactly what medical 
procedures will be reimbursed under Medicaid. 


Because states are constantly changing their 
Medicaid benefit standards and because of the 
occasional intervention of the courts, determining at 
any given moment the number of states which have 
liberal abortion funding policies has been difficult. 
But according to some estimates about a dozen states 
recently were funding abortions well beyond the 
federal limits contained in the Hyde amendment. 

SOME OF THOSE STATES have chosen to 
fund abortions on their own. Others have been 
ordered to do so, either by state courts based on 
interpretations of the state constitution, or by federal 
courts responding to various lawsuits challenging the 
legality of state abortion funding cutoffs. 

One thing still unclear about Reagan’s proposed 
swap is whether states with high Medicaid benefit 
levels could continue to fund some medical services 
in instances — such as abortion — where the new 
federal standards would be lower than the previous 
state benefit standards. Presumably there would be 
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nothing stopping a state from providing additional 
benefits if it so chooses. 


But that does not appear likely since states would 
be taking on the additional burdens of the food 
stamp and welfare programs. They would probably 
prefer to rid themselves of Medicaid funding entirely 
rather than attempt to pick up whatever services, 
including abortion, that the federal government 
decides to drop once Washington takes full control of 
Medicaid. 


A national Medicaid standard under which only 
life-of-the-mother abortions are government-funded 
probably would reduce the number of taxpayer-paid 
abortions since some of the states with liberal 
abortion funding policies are among the largest in 
the nation. 

One thing a new national standard on abortion 
funding might not do is to reduce the actual number 
of abortions. The federal Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta reported last year that the Hyde 
amendment has had little effect on overall abortion 
figures because women were finding other means to 
pay for their abortions. 


BUT PRO-LIFE LEADERS said then that the 
intent of the Hyde amendment was only to get the 
government ‘‘out of the business of paying for the 
killing of unborn babies.”’
